C .  Sanitary  Circumst ances  of  the  Ar 


'AATTR  SUPPLIES  -  Thera  ware  two  extensions  of  water  mains  during  the  yaar 
ona  "to  supply  Woodsida  housing  Estate  and  ona  to  Mareham  Lana  to  afford  a 
town  watar  supply  to  sixtaan  housas.  No  analysis  has  been  made  during  tha 

yaar . 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  -  Sawar  extensions  nave  bean  provided  for  tha  Wood- 
aida  Housing  Estate.  Tha  town  has  a  watar  carriage  system.  In  times  of 
heavy  rain-fall  flooding  of  housas  in  certain  araas  has  taken  place. 
Maasuras  hava  baen  takan  to  raduca  flooding. 

SCAVENGING  -  A  rafusa  destructor  with  spacious  combustion  chambers  for 
the  destruction  of  rafusa,  diseased  meat,  bedding  etc.,  has  baen  in  oper¬ 
ation  during  tha  yaar  and  has  bean  found  satisfactory.  ihe  time,  however, 
is  coming  whan  the  dastructor  will  be  unable  to  fulfil  all  requirements . 
Rafusa  is  collected  waakly  in  a  covered  mechanical  vehicle.  (A  Karrier 
Bant  am ) . 


SALVAGE  -  Salvage  is  collected  waakly  and  energetic  supervision  brings 
satisfactory  results. 

SWIMMING  BATH  -  Thera  is  a  Public  Swimming  bath  in  the  Urban  District 
that  is  fad  by  the  Town  Supply  and  tha  water  is  chlorinated  before 
entering  tha  bath. 

D.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,. 

MILK  SUPPLY  -  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  hava  been  inspected  and  preliminary 
consideration  given  to  improvements  as  required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies 

Order. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOLS  -  All  meat  for  tha  Urban  District  and  for  the 
neighbouring  authority  of  the  East  Kasteven  Rural  District  Council  is 
inspect  ad  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Depot.  A  summary 
of  carcasses  examined  and  maat  condemned  is  not  given  as  figures  are  not 
available  for  tha  complete  year.
